Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 18AA of the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government 
hereby directs that the said Order shall continue to have effect 
for a further period of six months upto and Inclusive of the 22nd 
February, 1984.

S.0.604(E)/18FB/rDRA/83.—Whereas by the Order of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department 
of Industrial Development) No. S.O. 694(E)/18FB/IDRA/80, 
dated the 281h August, 1980, (hereinafter referred to as the .said 
Order), the Central Government in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (i) of section 18 FB of the Indu-strics 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), had 
declared that the operation of all contracts, assurances of pro¬ 
perty, agreements settlements, awards, standing orders or 
other instruments in force immediately before the date of 
issue of the said Order (other than those relating to secured 
liabilities to banks and financial instituiions) to which (he 
industrial undertaking known as Messrs Shivraj Fine Art 
Litho Works, Nagpur or the Company owning .such industrial 
undertaking is a party or which may be applictiblc to such 
industrial undertaking or Company shall remain suspended 
for a period of one year and that all the rights, previleges, 
obligations and liabilities accruing or arising thereunder before 
tKc said date shall remain suspended for the said period; 

And, whereas, the Central Government being of opinion 
that it is necessary in the interests of the general public that the 
said Order should continue to have effect after the expiry 
of the period of one year aforesaid; had declared from lime to 
time for such continuance for a further period upto and mclu- 
siveof the22ad August, 1983 (videOrders of the Government 
oflndia in the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial 
Development) Nos. S. O. 668 (E)/18FB/II}RA/81, dated the 
26th August, 1981 and S.O. 621 (E) /I8 FB/ IDRA/82, dated 
the 27th August, 1982); 

And, whereas, the Central Government is .satisfied that the 
duration of the said Order should be extended for a further 
period upto and inclusive of 22nd February, 1984 ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise cl’ the powers conferred by 
clause (b) of sub-section (1) read with sub-section (2) of section 
18 FB of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 
1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government hereby extends the 
duration of the said Order upto and inclusive i f the 22nd Febru¬ 
ary, 1984.
